THE BONUS AND TAXATION 

The three hundred millions needed for the sol- 
diers’ bonus ought to be raised and paid to them, 
as a matter of common right and justice, but 
it ought not to be raised tby additional taxation of 
the people, as the people are now taxed ‘until the 
burden is making anarchists and Bolshevists of 
millions of them. If you doubt it, go out among 
them in.the big cities and-tatk with them, and 
listen to them talking to each other. Simmered 
down the taxation matter means just this: If 
you are paying out $100 or $150 a month for 
living expenses and the support of vour fam- 
ily, that sum would be cut in half in the middle 
if there were no taxation, .and you would be 
paying out $75 or $50 a month, as the. case might 
be. The Government is tr ine 85,°or Snore per 
cent of all incomés, and|y@ pay every bit of it 
when you buy anything ofa you eat, drink, wear 
or use. The Government’ thkes: néarly “half thé 
income of the coal combies andthe railroads, 


' and so you pay $$6 a ton for coal and twice as 


much for freight! on everything you buy that 
ycu used to pay, dnd so én all down ‘the ‘line. 

And what does the Government do with the 
money—five billions a year? It wastes, squanders 
and burns up ftilly ‘half of it, keeping millions of 
politteal teat-suckers in swivel-chair offices that 
do not earn the salt on their potatoes. It takes 
millions more in a thousand different ways. tI pays 
three times for everything that any business man 
of ordinary gumption would pay. Every one of 
us who work and produce is keeping up and sup- 
porting another man and his family who produces 
nothing but red tape, bunk and bull. It does not 
make a particle of difference whether one party 
is-at the head of the Government or another--- 
the results to the ed and and people generally 
ig the same, 

The bonus should be paid, but England, 
and Italy should be made to pay the past .aue 
interest on the ‘money we loaned them to keep 
them from being butchered, and that money 
would more than take care of the bonus. Why 
is it not paid? Because the Shylocks of Wall 
Street hold hundreds of millions of tha bonds 
of thode countries and have decreed that they 
must be paid first and the Government — the 
people—shall wait indefinitely. The people simply 
cannot and will not stand for additional taxation 
‘As it-is there will be. $300,000,000 deficit : this 
year, and,the bonus $300;006,00 would aouble that 
deficit, Also, in’ the mext” year $6,500,000,000 of 
The taxes ‘heaped wpon 
‘the bowed backs" of the people are much too 
onerous for the ¢puntry’s good.
